Subject. —Import licences for raw rnateriah and components issued to actual 
users engaged in IDA industries—conversion of. 

No. 9l-ITC(PN)/71.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No. I4-ITC(PN)/71 dated 3rd February, 1971 in terms of which, 
actual users engaged in the I.D.A. industries as mentioned in the Annexure to this 
Public Notice and holding A.U. licences for raw materials and components issued 
to them against foreign exchange allocations other than IDA Credit (except the 
licenses for iron and steel issued under Public Notice No. 109-ITC(PN)/69, dated 
22nd December, 1969) could be converted into IDA credit l?y the licensing authori¬ 
ties on requests received up to 1st March, 1971, Such converted licences were 
governed by the terms and conditions as contained in the Ministry of Foreign 
Th-ade Public Notice No. 97-ITC(PN)/70 dated 8th July, 1970, and the shipmenW 
payments against such licences were to be completed up to 30th June, 1971. 

2. Representations have been received that in the limited time available, the 
actual users could not complete the shipments/payments by 30th June, 1971. The 
position has, therefore, been reviewed and it has been decided that such convert¬ 
ed licences may be deemed to have been automatically extended up to 16th 
December, 1971 for the purposes of shipments/payments. It will not be necessary 
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for the licensees to obtain Emy endorsement to this effect from the licensing autho¬ 
rity. No grace perlord will be allowed in respect of such licences for making 
shipments/payments. 

3. It has further been decided that actual users ' born® on the books of 
D.G.T.D. who could not get their licences converted Into IDA credit under the 
aforesaid Public Notice No. 14'ITC(PN)/71 dated 3rd February, 1971 can now 
.apply for such conversion, if otherwise admissible imder that Public Notice, but 
this facility will not be available to the licences issued for import from rupee 
payment countries. Such converted licences will also be subject to the conditions 
laid down in the Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 97-ITC(PN)/70 
dated nth July, 1970 including the condition that shipments/payments are to 
completed up to 15th December, 1971, without any grace period. The last date for 
submitting applications for such conversion will be 81st August, 1971. 

4. Import licences converted into IDA Credit imder Public Notice No. 14- 
ITC(PN)/71 dated 3rd February, 1971 and In terms of para 3 above wiU not be 
further revalidated under any circumstances. Such licences will also not be ro^ 
converted into a different mode of financing on a subsequent request. Actual 
users should, therefore, make sure of delivery date and should apply for conver¬ 
sion only to the extent they would be able to Import the goods and make pay¬ 
ments on or before the 16th December, 1971.
